1. AS REPORTED SEPTEL (NOTAL) KHMER EX-FOREIGN MINISTER 
KOUN WICK'S TRIP TO AFRICA LATER THIS MONTH IS DESIGNED 

AS PREPARATORY TO AFRICAN TOUR WHICH GKR FOREIGN MINISTER 
KEUKY LIM HOPES TO MAKE IN JULY. GKR HAS VERY LITTLE 
EXPERIENCE WITH AFRICA AND FEELS NEED FOR SOME ADVANCE 
WORK AND PLANNING IF KEUKY LIM'S TRIP IS TO HAVE ANY 
POSITIVE RESULTS. 

2. WE HAVE NOTE TO FOREIGN MINISTER THAT GOIC'S 
NON-ACCEPTANCE OF KOUN WICK AS GKR AMBASSADOR LAST 
YEAR MIGHT POSE A PROBLEM TO LATTER IN ABIDJAN. 

FOREIGN MINISTER EXPRESSED BELIEF NO DIFFICULTIES
